Yesterday, when I attended the meeting of the Delimitation Commission in Pondicherry, 
the Chairman was of the view that the distribution of seats in various regions of the Union 
Territory of Pondicherry may be as follows :

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The reason attributed for the above view was that the population of the Union Territory 
ahafl-toe distributed equally, as far as possiblcj among all constituencea in aU the four regions. 
But, as the Chairman and Members of the Commission are aware, all the live Associate Mem- 
bers’hf the Commission have expressed their *unanimou3 view that the allocation of seats In the 
Union Territory shall be as follows, as at present, and that the statut quo shall be maintained 
because of the popular feelings;

2. The Chairman was kind enought to accede to cosider the unanimous view expressed by all 
the five Associate Members, for the allocation of seats as stated above. 

3, In the light of the discussions held yesterday I liavc again gone through the Delimitation 
Proposals. I find therefrom that the average populat ion per seat nas been calculated on regional 
basis and the Commission has proposed the average population as stated below :

If we compare the Delimitation Proposals and my suggestions, it may be seen that there is no vast 
difference between these two. It may not also be proper to vary the extent of the constituencies 
often and often on a bigger scale. (Thelast delimitation allocating 20 scats for Pondicherry region 
and 7 seats for Karaikal region was done for General Elections held in the year 1969). Talking all 
these into consdicration, I am of the firm view that no alteration In the distribution of seats in 
different regions shall be made and the iratus qttn shall be maintained. 


*Note. —^No longer unanimous since other parties gave alternative suggestions which 
have been duly conaidered. 
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4. Assuming that the Delimitation Commission will agree to my suggestion to allocate 20 seats 

for Pondicherry region, 7 seats for Karaikal region, 2 seats for Mahe region and iseat for Yapam 
region, I consider that no alteration need be made in my letter dated 5th April, 1973 addressed to 
tire Chairman and Members of the Commission, which is enclosed herewith. , 

5. I hope that the Coimnission will give its benign consideration to all my suggestions made 

this letter as well as in letter dated 5th April 1973 and order the delimitation of Assembly consti' 

tuencies in the Union Territory of Pondicherry as shown in the Annexure to my letter dated 5th 
i^pril, 1973 -

1 have carefully gone through all the records sent to me on the delimitation of Assembly consti¬ 
tuencies in the Union Territory of Pondicherry, particularly the Delimitation Proposals. 

2. I find from the Delimitation Proposals that it has been proposed to allot 21 scats for Pondi¬ 
cherry region, 6 scats for Karaikal region, 2 scats for Mahe region and i seat for Yanam region. 
In this connection I want to state that the Union Territo^ of Pondicherry consists of four separate 
enclaves, vl”, Pondicherry', Karaikal, Mahe and Yanam. There are 20 constituencies in Pondicherry 
region, 7 constituencies in Karaikal region, 2 constituencies in Mahe region and i constituency in 
Yanam region. The average population (1971 Census) per seat comes to 17,012 in Pondicherry 
region, 14,371 in Karaikal region, 11,567 in Mahe region and 8,291 in Yanam region. Since the 
average population per scat In Karaikal and Pondicherry regions are not so high, it may not be 
necessary to reduce the number of constituencies in Karaikal region from 7 to 6. Moreover, the 
people of that region may not also want to minimise the number of their representatives in the 
Assembly from 7 to 6. Itwouldthercforcbelnfltncssofthingsif thestotMt^wo, i.e. 7 constituen¬ 
cies in Karaikal region, is maintained. 


3, By allowing to continue 7 constituencies as at present in Karaikal region, the allotment of 
seats in the Union Territorty of Pondicherry will come as follows :—

'I'o effect this alteration, I have made some minor changes in the Delimitation proposals which 
was prepared and sent to me by the Commission. In fact 1 have retained as it is the Delimitation 
Proposals in respect of 8 constituencies. In so far as the constituencies in Oulgaret and Villianur 
communes arc concerned, I suggested the Extent of those constituencies (with those of 1971 Census 
figures) as was for General Elections, 1969. Consequential minor changes have been made in the 
cases of other constituencies. In suggesting these changes, I have given due weightage to practical 
considerations, compactness and contiguity of the areas, facilities of communications and public 
conveniences and popular feeling. 


4. Alter carrying out the changes proposed by me in the extent of constituencies, the seats 
reserved for Scheduled Castes will be as follows :
